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SPECIFICATIONS AND GENERAL CONSTRUCTION 


HARRIS STEEL GARAGES 


HARRIS Steel Buildings really consist of two parts; one part being the 
steel skeleton framework, and the other part being the wall and roof sections 
which are securely fastened to the steel skeleton. 


FRAMEWORK: 


The Steel Skeleton consists of a lower angle which 
runs completely around the base of the building, and 
consists in the smaller buildings, of 1144”x114”x%” angle 
iron. After this lower angle has been firmly anchored 
to the cedar posts other angles of the required length 
are placed in an upright position, one at each corner, 
and securely bolted to the bottom angle. On top of 
these corner angles another angle is laid parallel with 
the bottom angle, and this is also securely bolted to 
the corner angles. 


SIDE WALLS: 


To cover this framework we use 32” wall sections 
which consist of No. 26 gauge galvanized steel sheets 
riveted on each side to a 1”x1”xl%” angle. These sec- 
tions are bolted to the top and bottom angles of the 
skeleton structure, and where two sections adjoin they 
are bolted together through the angles thus giving a 
vertical support every 32 inches, forming a T stud. To 
add to the strength and stiffness of the walls and also 
to assist in making the building absolutely weather- 
tight, a galvanized angle weather strip is inserted in 
a slot provided on the outside of the building at each 
section joint. 

TRUSSES: 

One of the special features of HARRIS Garages is 
the special designed truss, made of structural steel and 
designed so as to carry the heaviest roof loads the 
building will ever be required to carry. These trusses 
are joined together with angle iron purlins, giving the 
most solid and rigid construction. 

ROOF: 

The Roof Sheets, 30” wide, are fastened to the top of 
the trusswork, these sheets being interlocked with a 
special lock seam which makes the joints absolutely 
water-tight. A galvanized steel ridge cap fits over the 
entire ridge. The roof has the proper pitch so that it 
drains very readily.

DOORS: 


Except where garage stalls are 8’ wide, each garage 
is provided with one set of 8’x8’ Drive Doors. On an 
8’ wide garage somewhat narrower doors are neces- 
sary. These doors are of the swinging type, hung upon 
extra heavy long strap hinges. These hinges are pro- 
vided with brass pins to insure against rusting and 
wearing. The upper panels of the Drive Doors are 
furnished with %” wired fireproof glass). HARRIS 
Garage doors are guaranteed not to sag or warp, and 
this feature alone is worth a great deal in any building. 
Anyone who has had experience with wooden doors in 
a garage knows that for a good many months during 
the year it is practically impossible to close the. doors 
properly.

A set of Angle Iron Bench Brackets is provided with 
each garage, and attached to the inside of the building 
in the most convenient position. 


VENTILATORS: : 

The reason why HARRIS Steel Buildings are cool 
during the hottest summer days is because of the 
scientific ventilation provided. We all know what 
causes a building to be hot. It is invariably a lack of 
air circulation. As the heated air rises, in the ordinary 
building there is no way for this heated air to pass off. 
In a HARRIS a constant circulation of air is provided 
and it is provided at the point where the heat would 
ordinarily be greatest. It is true that the metal itself 
does become very warm, but the amount of heat that is 
radiated from the metal to the inside of the building 
is negligible and is more than offset by the ventila- 
tion provided in HARRIS Steel Buildings, but which 
is not ordinarily found in other types of construction. 
Actual tests have shown a HARRIS placed alongside 
another type of building, to be considerably cooler than 
either frame, brick or cement block. 

What is true of heat in the summer time is also, to 
a certain extent, true of cold in winter. Although the 
metal itself will get cold to the touch, but a small 
amount of this cold is radiated to the ‘nside; in fact, 
no more than is radiated by the glass windows in your 
home, and you know, it is not the glass itself that 
makes your room cold, :t is the draft that comes through 
around your window and through cracks under the 
doors, etc. HARRIS Steel Buildings are absolutely 
tight. The material is not porous like wood, brick or 
cement, and there are no cracks for the air to get 
through. As in the case with heat, other tests have

No. 2 OUTSIDE WALL: An inside wall must be ordered 
with this style of Outside Wall. In ordering No. 2 Out- 
side Wall, the sections are made up with whatever type 
of inside wall you select, already applied to the framework 
by us.

Siding, also known as “‘Novelty” Siding, to be applied 
on the job. The framework of the sections is the same as 
on No. 1 Outside Wall.

The inside of the framework of the sections is first covered with wood 
sheathing, half thickness, and over this is nailed best quality heavy 
grade wallboard, Standard make. By our first applying wood sheath- 
ing to back up this wallboard, we entirely do away with the usual objec- 
tion to wallboard, on account of danger of breakage from kicks and 
rough handling. You can readily see that a wall of this type is much 
stronger than ordinary wallboard nailed directly to the studs only. 
There are no patch pieces used around the windows or doors, for we 
cut the openings out of full size sheets.

They are made 
of strong, straight, selected No. 1 grade Southern Pine. They form a lock 
joint holding the wall sections permanently in place, making it easy for one 
man to put the sections in place himself. 


CORNER POSTS: Corner posts are interchangeable like the sections and 
when in place five a corner timber construction practically equivalent to a 
4x5 timber. “PRESTO-UP" system eliminates special corner sections. 


OUTSIDE WALLS: The outside walls consist of “‘sections’’ or panels 
made up in one, two and four foot widths. All wall sections are interchange- 
able. hese “‘sections” or panels are made up as follows:

SIDE DOORS: Side door, of course, comes to you already in the section 
with hardware all on and you can place this section wherever it is most con- 
venient to your individual requirements. The side door is either plain or 
glazed, depending upon the model of the garage you purchase and is 
generally a 2/6” x 6’6” panel door. 


WINDOWS: The window sash as shown in Models **A™ and “‘C” are 
regular three light sash, making the entire window 34” wide by 21” high.
